Mrs, 0. E. Pees, 810? Garden Street, presented a written request for a change

In zoning of the property owned by her at the northwest corner,of Chloon and Haafcell
Streets from "A* Residence District to "Q" Commercial Platrlott

(The matter was referred to the Board of Adjustment for recommendation, and

a public hearing on the same was called for September 23, 1937*
Councilman Alford offered the following resolutions

WHEREAS, Texas Public Service Company has presented to the Olty Council tenta-

tive fflftpe or plans showing the proposed construction of Its gas mains In the streets
In the Olty of Austin hereafter named, and said maps or plans have been considered

by the Olty Council; therefore
BE XT RESOLVED BY THE OXTX COUNCIL OF THE! CITY OF AUSTIN)

THAT Texas Public Service Oompany be and the same Is hereby permitted to lay

and construct Its gas mains In and upon the following streetst

A gas main In WEST 2*3TH STREET westerly 56 feet from a point 110 feet west
of Oafemont Boulevard, the oenterllne of which gas main shall be 13fc feet
aouth of and parallel to the north line of aald West 35th Street.

Said gas main described above shall have a covering of not less than 2&
feet.

•The Texas Public Service Oompany le hereby put upon notice that the City of

Austin doee not guarantee that the space assigned above Is clear from other under*

ground utilities, but Is based upon the best records we have at hand, and that the

minimum depth stated doea not have any reference to the fact that greater depths

may not be required at special points. When the Texas Public Service Company
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requires definite Information upon the ground as to elevations or working points from

which to base the location of their assignments, they shall apply to the City Engineer-

ing Department not less than three (3) days before suoh Information Is required. The

Texas Public Service Company Is further put upon notice that they will be required

to bear the- expense of repairs or replacement of any underground utility damaged during

the construction of lines named In this resolution.

• AND THAT whenever pavement Is out In the vicinity of a fire plug, water :muat be

used at intervals during the course of backfilling of the ditches.

THAT the work find laying of eald gaa mains, Including the excavation In the

streets and the restoration and maintenance of aald street! after said mains have been

laid, shall be under the supervision and direction of the City Manager, and under all

the pertinent terms and conditions of the certain franchise granted to said Company

by the City of Austin* . .

ed by the Olty Manager, and In any event all auoh sidewalk, barricades, materials,

equipment, and other obstructions shall be removed not later than September 15, 1937

(7) That the Contractor shall restore All public and private property Injured

during the use of auoh apace to as good condition a§ the same existed before the use

of euoh apace began*

(8) That the Olty reaervea the right to revoke at any time any and all the

privilege* herein granted, or to require the erection or Installation of additional

barriers or safeguards If the conditions demand It.

(9) That the Contractor shall furnish the Olty of Auatln a surety bond In the

aum of One Thousand (91000*00) Dollara, which ahall protect. Indemnify, and hold

harmless the Olty of Auatln from any claims for damages to any person or property

that nay accrue to or be brought by any peraon by reason of the exerclae of the

privileges granted the Contractor by the Olty of Austin, and ahall guarantee the

replacement of all aldewalka, pavement, and all other public property and public

utilities disturbed or removed during the conatruotlon work, and ahall further

guarantee the construction of a walkway and other aafeguarda during the occupancy

of the apace*

The Austin Street Railway Company, in order that It may more effectively and
efficiently serve that portion of the city lying north of 6th Street and east of
Chlcon Street, respectfully submits the following changes to be made in the rout-
ing of the Oil Mill Bus Line, for your.approvals

Instead of traveling on the return trip to the center of the city, west on
Rosewood to Chloon and south on Ohioon Street following the present route, It IB
proponed the Inbound bus turn south off of Rosewood Avenue and travel over North-
western Avenue *nd KMt 7th Street to 7th and Chlcon Streets, where It would join
the outbound route* The extra bus which operated over the Oil Mill Line for part
of the day would reverse thli routing, and on the outbound trip would leave 7fh
and Chlcon streets, traveling over 7th and Northwestern Avenue to Intersection of
Northwestern Avenue with Rosewood Avenue, then following the present route return
to the center of the city* The same headway and schedules now being maintained
on the- Oil Will Bus Line would be effective on the altered line*
